«ries at I'i-ivesa. on the north store 
of the entrance to the Gulf of Arta, 
vihere. according to the treaty of Ber- 
lin, the Turks had no right to erect 
fortifications, fired on and sank a 
Greek sleaiiier. Use llateuouia, whiie 
she was attempting to leave the Gulf 
of AmbraeVa. 


Tho crew of the steamer -was saved 


by boats from the shore, but the cap- 
tain of the Macedonia was severely 
wooinded. 


Upon receipt of this news the Greek

Preseva, which is in Epirus and 18 


miles from Arta, is strongly fortified.

Boy, ta-s asketl for his passports; they 
have been handed him aud 'he has left 
Athens for Constantinople. The Ger- 
man minister at Athens, Earon Von 
Piesson, hss undertaken- to protect 
Turkish Interests in Greece during the 
severance of diplomatic relations. 


The Greek minister at Constantino- 


ple, Prince Jfauroeordato, 9ias been re- 
called.' Throughout -the day tihere were 
scenes of extraordinary excitement 
here. Tae streets were crowded with

come. The general feeling \vas one of 
satisfaction at the relief from the irri- 
tsating tension of the last few weeks, 
which &ad gradually become almost 
unendurable, aad which is ended at 
last by overt acts, i-t, is claimed here, 
upon the part of Turkey.

Kaver in 
tc*» history of American politics bu 
there been tueh a iweeplng revolt in 
any city or utaw of tbe Union, lo 
SfoTemner lait McKinley carried 
Chicago by over 60,000 ia a squire 
battle between himself and Bryan, 
and on Tuesday laat Garter H. Har- 
rison, the regular Democratic candi- 
date for mayor, was elected by some 
75,000 over the Republican candidate, 
and has a majority over the combined 
vota of his tnree competitors. The 
Republicans had two candidate*, Mr. 
Sears, who ran M the regular, receiv- 
ing about 52,000 votes, and Mr. Har 
Ian, who ran as Independent, receiv- 
ing abtat 70,000, while Hesing, sou ad 
money Democrat, received about 17,- 
000. 


This extraordinary revolution Im- 


mediately following tbe revolution 
that swept Ohio from her Republican 
moorings, and gave tbe Democrats 
the political machinery of tbe state 
for the next election, is an appalling 
proclamation of tbe disappointment 
and distrust inspired by the new ad- 
ministration. True, there were local 
causes which contributed largely to 
this rebellion. The Republican con- 
trol of the city of Chicago, like that 
in Philadelphia, has become a stench 
in the nostrils of the people, but the 
defeated 
Republican machine of 


Chicago holds the control of the 
organization in city and state, and it 
leaves the party without reasonable 
hope of making future hopeful bat- 
tles either in Chicago or In Illinois. 
If there were an honest and trusted 
Republican organization in Chicago 
and Illinois, It might reasonably hope 
tc survive, even with disaster so 
sweeping in its result?, but what is 
to be expected when the blow was 
dealt with directness against the 
party organization because it has for- 
feited public confidence? 


One of the peculiar features of the 


Chicago contest was the issue made 
by Garter H. Harrison, the success- 
ful candidate for mayor, against 
com- 


bined capital. He is a distinct and 
aggressive representative of Bryan- 
ism in all its ramifications, and*the 
appeal was snccassfuily made to tbe 
agrarian sentiment of the city, while 
the better elements joined in rebel- 
lion because of the general distrust 
of the Republican domination that 
has ruled the cliff. When it is con- 
sidered that one of the potent factors 
in the revolution was the assault 
made upon the large department 
stares of Chicago by appeals to the 
Interests and passions of small deal- 
ers, the character of the contest, and 
the issues which contributed to the 
revolution, may be justly appreciated. 


Mr. Harrison is elected mayor of 


Chicago by 75,000. majority without 
receiving any material increase on 
the vote cast for Bryan in November 
last. This is a most significant iea- 
ture of the battle, as it proves that 
while, the Bryan vote has not in- 
creased in Chicago, the vote that 
sustained McKinley and gave him a 
majority nearly equal to that re- 
ceived by Harrison on Tuesday, has 
been dissipated. It means that the 
conservative vote of Chicago, Demo- 
cratic and Republican, has retired 
from active participation in a strug- 
gle that involves a declaration of 
support or hostility to the new 
national administration., Through- 
out the entire \West, and especially 
in Ohio and in Chicago, is the painful 
lesson taught that the conservative, 
independent vote that gave McKinley 
the great cities of the Wesn end 
thereby gave him his election, has 
been chilled into indifference/or hos- 
tility. This should make the ad- 
ministration take pause to inquire to 
what extent it may be justly held re- 
sponsible for this estrangement of an 
element that gave it victory in the 
great battle of 1893.

Every intelligent person is. aware 


that corporations control uot otilj- oar 
railroads and banks, but almost every 
form oi manufacturing and mercantile 
adventure. They organize themselves 
iu trusts, which, -under the pretense of 
reducing the cost of production of arti- 
cles, crush out competition and impose 
what prices it pieases them to impose 
ou articles of general consumption. Ev- 
erybody .knows what the methods of op- 
eration of these corporations ore, as ev- 
erybody has to a greater or less extent 
suffered from them, isot only are they 
crushing out competition, they are 
crushing out the independent spirit of 
Americans. 


Supposing, for example, that it'gro- 


cer iii the city of New Orleans were to 
insist on selling sugar at a figure below 
that quoted and dictated to him by the 
sugar refinery combine (the Sugar trust), 
what do ive suppose would be the result 
to him? He would bo incontinently 
rained by tho trust, which would under- 
sell him on every hand until it had 
forced him out of business and driven 
him to the wall. 
And there can be no 


commercial independence, of coux.se, 
where this state of things prevails. 


Ecaders are equally well a\viiro that 


the poor or humbler section of the com- 
munity is taxed far more heavily than 
the rich. The law takes only realty, 
which c;vnnot be concealed, but it touch- 
es not personalty, which belongs almost 
exclusively to the wealthy. The wealthy 
thus escape taxation on one-half of 
their accumulated property, while the 
poor are taxed on all of theirs. Comp- 
troller Ebberta of:"New York put him- 
self on record the other day to the ef- 
fect thai: in '1895'tho taxable value of 
realty in" the Empire State was close up- 
on $4,000,000,000, and that the taxable 
value .of personalty was less than §500,- 
000,000 . fu the same year, but he de- 
clared thf.t the value of the personalty 
in tho state was at any rate quite equul 
to the value of the realty. 


2fow, as cot-Presideui Harrison siiiu, 


"five-sixths of the voters of tho country 
favor a revision of corporation laws, 
limiting the purposes for which corpo- 
rations, may be organized, supervising 
the issuing of stocks aud bonds and put-' 
ting other restraints ctpon them. An 
even larger proportion of our people 
would give their emphatic support to 
the proposition that tax burdens should 
fall equally on all property. They do 
not aow, as every one .knows. Lauds, 
houses, live stock and implements of 
trade cannot be hidden.' Stocks and 
bonds can be, and the assessor has 120 
way of checking tho list." 


Bnt while the injustice of corpora- 


tion legislation and tax legislation, is 
to bo fought mid fonght strenuously, it 
must bo fought discreetly and intelli- 
gently, not as a red rag is ruslied at by 
a bull. The ex-president suggests seven 
cardinal points to bo borne carefully in 
mind when such legislation is to be at- 
tacked: 


First.—That tho people havo not only au- 


thorized, but invited tlio organization of and 
tho in rcstment in these corporations. 


Eeucikl.—That the bankruptcy of any legiti- 


mate business is a public injury. 


Third.—That ^Yo must take thcso things as 


oar 'Ac-wisdom, or that of our fathers, has 
made thorn. As to tho past, we can do Httlo 
more than mend. 


Fourth.—That the work of reforming our 


corporation la"V73 is not for apprentices. 


Fifth.—That corporation law should lie pen- 


em!. It is neither wise nor safe to nssr.me 
that fc particular casu is a representative one, 
nnd to administer tho remedy promiscuously. 


Siitli.—That, in public affairs the boat at- 


tainable good is the thing to bo sought. 


Seventh.—Tliut the legislation must bo just. 
The reason that corporation law and 


tax law reform has not appreciably 
progressed, although legislation has been 
enacted both by the congress of rlio 
United States aud by a number of state 
legislatures, is that; tho legislative bod- 
fes are not of much account, according 
to the ex-president, and that, being un- 
trained in great measure, thfy bungle 
their legislative work and leave it ia u 
condition easy to bo picked to pieces by 
corporation counsel, "who, Mr. Harrison 
says, arc about the brightest iiitc'l!<>cis 
in tho United States.

Thoro 


never has been n conviction, as far as 
we have heard, obtained under it, al- 
though trusts have doubled in number 
tinea ite enactment, until this last 
week, when tho West em Joint, Traffic 
association—tho most innocent of nil 
combinations—was pronounced by the 
supremo court of the United States to 
bo illegal. The state of Now York lias 
various laws en its statute book making 
the formation and operation of such il- 
legal combinations of capital penal of- 
fenses, but the combinations flourish 
and flaunt their operations in the face 
of tiio public us if the laws against 
them did not havo exintenco. 


Thesft views of ex-President Harrison 


sound sensible and practical, and wheth- 
er they are thoroughly approved or not 
they will havo tho result of making 
people think ou the subject—v Jrich is 
(lie initial step toward the rcuwdying 
of onls.

In different countries different, 
standards of measurement nljruiu, and 
iu no two countries is the weight of a 
bale of (.-ottoii exactly the same. The 
American bale averages -i50 pounds, 
the Indian bale 400 pounds and the 
Egyptian bale TIT. pounds. Some idea 
of the vast extent of tbe world's cotton 
area iuay bo gathered from the fuct 
that in the United States alone it covers- 
over 20,000,000 acres. 


In 1830 the world's output of cotton.

1,192,000,000 pounds. .Since then the 
world's product lias been as follows::

ness of the surface, attention oaght to 
be given to the ^eiiunil appearance of 
the grade. Iu the illustration here re- 
produced from American Gardening are 
shown four views of the same section of 
u lawn and illustrating the effect of 
various lawn contours. The upper grade 
strikes the eyo as be.ing uncomely, be- 
cause of the ill shaped finish bestowed 
on it in construction. It is. moreover, so 
uneven that it cannot well te kept iu 
pood order. 
4 The second section shows the same 
lawn nicely graded, as with a level. It 
affords no variety iu its contour, as 
natural landscapes, do, with rare excep- 
tions. The third grade in slightly dish- 
ing, which of all forms for small grass 
areas is the worst. It is comparatively, 
characterless, having indeed a depress- 
ing effect on the. beholder. In pleasing 
contrast with this is the stylo at the bot- 
tom, which shows a swelling contour 
through its center, which at once satis- 
fies the eye of good taste. It is a- stylo 
that may well serve as a pattern for tbe 
average, small '"dcorynrd" IUWD. 


The iih'.-stratioiis refer to laud that is 


level or nearly so, hence might not ap- 
ply to grounds that possess natural un- 
dulations. In the hitter rase it is advised 
that slight uneveimesses be reduced, in 
order to facilitate tireusc of the mower, 
especially near the hor.se, but in tho 
main there might be. no objection to 
retaining some natural variations of the 
surface. 


A rule that snvtsi- be adopted iu lawn 


grading is to have a good depth of fer- 
tile surface soil over all parts as finish- 
ed.

It' all work up to this stage raid 
also the final plowing, smoothing, rak- 
ing and rolling, could be done in the 
fall and the final touches be left until 
spring, thus securing thorough settling 
of tho soil, the lawn will not lose its 
shape.

Feeding Corn FodrtiT. 


Tests of methods of preparing ai.d 


feeding corn fodder,, conducted under 
the auspices of tho Maryland station, 
gave results which warrant the follow- 
ing conclusions: 


By wetting and wising tho shmdde.d 


com fodder with the grain ration there 
is more , complete, con.su nipt ion of (he 
fodder—there being but, half as much 
waste matter—than when the fodder 
and grain are fed dry and separate. The 
method of mixing produced more miik 
and kept, the. animals iu better flesh. 


The vrettinjr of tho fodder when frd 


alone, and also when fed with grain, 
made it more, digestible. Tlici::c!}:o-.l of 
feeding 
the ration as a mixed feed 


gave ;v larger percentage of digestible 
matter Uian any of the methods tested.

By virtue of this agreement, the 


defendant placed in the bands of

Sbe avers that it was 
agreed thSt sbe should be free from 
religious restraint and could visit her 
children by a former marriage.

She sue* for divorce and ail 
mony, as order enjoining defendant 
rom disposing of bis property, and 
hat on final hearing Frank Ewing 
ellver tbe notes to her.
